ARMY 
FLIER’S WIFE

Pontiac, Mich., Nov. 3 (ZP)—A 
29-year-old Detroiter, once accused 
of having defrauded Mrs. Alberta 
Hose Young of several thousand 
dollars during the absence of her 
army officer husband, was charged 
today with slaying the attractive 
brunette. 
Larry J. Theis, who at one time 
woi ked with Mrs. Young in a De­ 
troit factory, was charged in a 
warrant with first degree murder. 
Mrs. Young’s body, a bullet hole 
In the head, was found caught on 
a rock in the Clinton river near 
here 
last 
Wednesday. 
The 35- 
venr-old woman was the second 
Oakland county woman murder 
victim within a three-week period. 
Hank Account Gone 
Police obtained a warrant against 
Theis after an investigation showed 
Mrs. Young’s bank account had 
gone down from S3,181.69 to only 
Si.68 within a few months. 
Mrs. Young, police 
said, 
had 
been advised short!v prior to her 
death that hor husband was re­ 
turning soon from overseas. 
Copt. Donald S. Leonard of tho 
slate police, said ho estimated that 
Theis owed Mrs. Young *4.000 at 
the time of her death. 
He stated 
she apparently was disturbed over 
tile prospect of accounting for her 
deplotod bank account to her hus­ 
band.

A nation-wide search for Theis 
was instituted immediately fol­ 
lowing issuance of the warrant. 
Police said a 25-year-old bru­ 
n e tte told them she has been out 
with a man who strongly resem- 
I led pictures of Theis and that che 
had seen him within the last few 


Until the aoueara? ce of the 
young woman, who police declined 
4r* identify, police .said they had 
found no acquaintances of Thew 
who had seen him in the last two 
months. 
Mrs. Young filed charges last 
June 7 against Theis, Detective 
Lt. James H. Porter said, accusing 
him of obtaining money from her 
under false pretenses. 
He quoted 
her as saying she loaned money 
to Theis to purchase an automo­ 
bile. 
Took Title to Car 
Shortly after Theis was arrested. 
Porter said, Mrs. Young “came to 
ti e station and said she wanted 
to make a 
settlement—that she 
had to have money when her hus­ 
band came home. 
He said Theis and the woman 
conferred in another room and 
when

agreed 
to 
make 
restitution, he was released and 
charges were dropped. 
A state police 
detective, 
Olin 
Williamson, said Mrs. Young had 
given Theis money for a first lay­ 
men! on an automobile and later 
*300 more to prevent repossession 
She then took title to the car, he 
?aid, and sold it. 
Porter abo as­ 
serted that Mrs. Young had pur­ 
chased another car for Theis. 
Meanwhile, police admitted they 
had reached a dead end in the 
investigation of the brutal slaying 
Oct. ll of Mrs. Lydia Thompson, 
Russian-born wife of a wealthy 
Detroit

dealer. 
She 
was 
stabbed and hacked to death and 
her body thrown into a lover’s 
lane near here. 
Leonard said he would release 
Andrew Sehevchenko, 70-year-old 
father of Mrs. Thompson who had 
been held in protective custody 
No charge has been placed against 
him. 
Police said they questioned 
Sehevchenko in the hope he could

thrive troops to strategic points in 
tho North China area. 
4. 
During the war the United 
State* sont tend-loase munitions 
to Chiang Kai-shek’s forces and 
they are now available to the gov­ 
ernment troops. 
Washington officials *nv Russia 
evidently is living strictly un to 
its agreement with Chiang Kri- 
•hek to keen hands off China’s in ­ 
ternal affairs.

On November 20, the Japanese govern­ 
m ent sent a coded message to its em bas­ 
sies in W ashington and London, warning 
them to be on the lookout for an im portant 
announcem ent dealing w ith the “ W inds,” 
which would be broadcast on a news pro­ 
gram from Tokyo. 
This was to be the tip-off to Jap diplo­ 
m ats as to w hether Japan would go to war 
against the United States, Great Britain, 
Russia—or all three. 
It was also to re­ 
veal w hether w ar would be m ade against 
the Dutch. 
In addition, the approxim ate 
tim e of the breaking of relations w ith these 
nations was to be given. 
This communication was* known as 
the 
“W inds A lert” message. 
It was intercepted and decoded two days 
later by U. S. experts, according to the se­ 
cret Pearl Harbor report. 
Thus W ashing­ 
ton higher-ups knew on 
November 
22, 
about two weeks before the Pearl Harbor 
attack, that the Japs w ere definitely pre­ 
paring for early war.
